“Before  making  a  decision  I  hope  the 
committee  will  review  the  film  of  the 
race!” 

In  a  surge  of  laughter,  replied  Sir 
Brian,  “I  try  not  to  be  facetious  at 
these  meetings,  but  it  seems  to  me  that 
my  friend  Jim  Comans  is  not  in  favour 
of  Womens’  Lib”.

Sir  Asher  Joel  is  a  public  relations 
man  who  fronts  with  pretty  high 
credentials. 

He  has  promoted  Captain  Cook,  the 
Pope,  General  Mac  Arthur,  Lyndon 
Johnson,  and  the  Queen.

“Whether  you  like  it  or  not,”  he 
says,  “it’s  here.  Whether  it  has  faults 
or  qualities  not  existing  in  any  other 
similar  construction,  it  is  what  you 
have  got  and  you  have  to  make  the 
very  best  of  it. 

“For  believe  me,  at  a  hundred 
million  it  is  a  bargain.  It  will  pay  for 
itself  over  and  over  again.”

Jack  Madgwick  senior  claims  he  was 
only  a  mediocre  all-rounder  in  sport  at 
North  Sydney  High,  but  positively 
glows  with  pride  when  speaking  of 
John  junior. 

His  two  sons  Peter  and  John  are 
both  Tattersall’s  members,  as  is  their 
cousin  Wal,  for  many  years  the  NSW 
Health  Department’s  chief  pure  food 
inspector. 

John  senior  played  pennant  bowls 
for  1 1  years  with  Mosman  Bowling 
Club  and  only  forsook  the  game  in 
order  to  watch  and  barrack  for  John 
junior  who  was  making  his  mark  as 
wicket  keeper  for  University. 

His  skill  behind  the  wickets  culmin¬ 
ated  in  selection  with  the  State 
training  squad,  but  because  of  pressure 
in  the  study  department  he  had  to  give 
away  all  ideas  of  interstate  or  even 
higher  cricket  honours.

He 
quickly  grasped  the  struggling  youth 
and  held  him  until  willing  hands 
hauled  them  both  into  the  ferry. 

The  good  crew  and  passengers 
admired  the  young  hero  in  a  practical 
way. 

Around  went  the  hat  and  a  goodly 
sum  collected. 

Down  in  the  engine  room  the 
firemen  took  the  sodden  clothes  and 
by  the  time  the  ferry  reached  Manly 
they  were  dry. 

And  off  went  our  young  friend 
enriched  by  the  occasion  and  still 
humble  in  spirit. 

He  was  no  other  than  Tattersall’s 
Club  member  Laurie  Short  now  in  his 
22nd  year  as  national  secretary  of  the 
Federated  Ironworkers’  Association  of 
Australia.

Irvie  Ireland  in  his  youth  held  many 
amateur  boxing  titles  including  the 
Australian  heavyweight.  He  has  since 
kept  in  nick  with  friendly  jousts  on 
the  Third  Floor  including  the  inter¬ 
change  of  jabs  and  straight  lefts  with 
Committeeman  John  McKell.

One  of  his  favourites  of  all  time  was 
Darby  Munro.  Speaking  of  his  ability 
Edgar  said  that  Darby  often  took  on 
things  when  he  was  placed  in  an 
impossible  situation  which  no  other 
jockey  dared  do. 

“One  day,  when  riding  in  a  race  at 
Canterbury,”  Edgar  recalled,  “I  had 
hit  the  front  in  the  straight  when 
Darby  joined  me  on  my  outside  about 
200  metres  from  home,  and  ran  about 
a  good  neck  in  front  of  me. 

“We  were  well  clear  of  the  field 
when  Munro  did  what  was  known  in 
those  days  as  ‘covering’.  The  moment 
he  got  his  mount  in  front  he  tightened 
my  mount  up  only  giving  me  enough 
room  for  my  horse  to  gallop  in 
without  looking  too  bad  to  the 
stewards. 

“In  doing  this  and  keeping  the 
pressure  on,  it  restricted  my  galloping 
room.  But  Darby’s  mount  weakened 
on  its  run  and  my  mount  found  that 
bit  extra,  enough  to  push  him  off  and 
win. 

“As  we  passed  the  post  I  said  to 
Munro,  ‘That  was  a  bit  hot  Darby,  you 
had  me  hanging  over  the  fence  for  the 
last  100  yards’. 

“Munro  just  laughed  and  said, 
‘What  are  you  complaining  about  — 
you  won’.”

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


During  the  depression  of  the 
thirties,  a  great  American  humorist, 
Chic  Sale,  wrote  one  of  the  best  sellers 
of  the  time  —  over  a  million  copies 
sold. 

Out  of  work  and  unable  to  obtain  a 
job  anywhere,  Chic  told  the  story  of 
Lem  Putt  who  carefully  pondered  over 
what  people  required  most. 

He  had  a  genius  for  inventive 
gimmicks,  and  after  much  thought, 
decided  on  being  a  specialist  in  the 
erection  of  out-houses.  Sewerage  was 
not  at  today’s  standard,  but  he  knew 
how  and  where  to  site  the 
convenience.  It  was  always  near  a 
wood  heap  in  case  the  maid  thought 
she  was  being  watched,  and  with  due 
reticence  she  returned  with  a  log  for 
the  fire. 

Unknown  to  the  American  author, 
in  Sydney’s  commercial  life  in  the 
thirties,  there  also  became  established 
a  specialist  dealing  in  the  sanitary  and 
hardware  trade. 

The  Sydney  specialist  was  Edward 
Henry  (Ted)  Lee,  and  he  became 
widely  known  as  such  throughout  the 
profession  for  his  notable 
achievements. 

Last  July  Ted  celebrated  his  87th

birthday  commuting  between  his 
home  at  Forbes  and  his  Sydney  office, 
and  as  usual,  when  in  Sydney,  always 
staying  at  Tattersall’s  Club. 

Prior  to  founding  his  firm  Ted  had 


reached  a  directorship  in  a  similar 
organisation. 

During  its  years  of  operations,  Ted’s 
firm  has  been  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  its  ware  to  many  major 
building  projects.  Early  in  his  business 
career  he  helped  establish  a  pottery,  of 
which  he  later  became  proprietor,  and 
was  responsible  for  its  products  being 
used  in  Government  works. 

Ted  is  a  senior  member  of 
Tattersall’s  Club.  When  speaking  of  old 
times  he  recalls  that  the  original 
Rosebery  Racecourse  was  on  the 
corner  of  Botany  and  Gardner’s 
Roads,  and  when  closed  was  resumed 
as  Shepherds  Bush.  It  was  the  first 
place  where  the  tin  hare  was  used 
in  Sydney. 

Ted  tells  of  one  of  the*  first  Sydney 
golf  links  located  at  North  Botany 
which  was  later  converted  into  Ascot 
Racecourse.  Nearby  there  was  a 
shooting  ground  for  live  pigeons  which 
later  became  the  site  of  Kingsford 
Smith  Airport. 

Ted  was  a  splendid  distance  runner, 
and  at  the  age  of  20  won  the  440 
yards  championship  of  the  Botany 
Harriers.  When  he  was  24  he  went  to 
Stawell,  Victoria,  where  world  and 
Australian  champions  meet. 

Ted  won  his  heats  of  the  220  and 
440,  and  went  on  to  win  the  440  final. 

He  ran  at  many  sporting  venues 
including  Echuca  (Victoria), 
Launceston  (Tasmania)  and 
Maryborough  (Queensland). 

Names  which  will  live  on  in  history 
racing  over  shorter  distances  in  Ted’s 
time  were  Postle  and  Donaldson. 

Ted  is  a  member  of  the  Forbes 
Bowling  and  Golf  clubs.  He  is  also  an 
active  member  of  the  AJC  and  STC. 

Throughout  his  long  years  of  club, 
business  and  sporting  activities,  Ted 
has  formed  many  close  associations 
with  notable  personalities,  and  has 
always  commajided  their  respect  for 
his  gentlemanly  approach  as  a  member 
—  and  a  specialist.
